WATER DISRUPTS TELEGRAPH 


Bui-sting Mains Flood Cellar of Postal 


Company In New York; Fires 


Cause Break. 


New York, Jan. 3.—All telegraph 


wires entering the Postal Telegraph 
Building at Broadway and Murray 
street, including the trunk lines, were 
put out of commission tonight when a 
12 inch water main burst in front of 
the building. 
The cellar was flooded 


with several feet of water. 


The main burst while firemen were 


battling with a four alarm fire in. Mul- 
berry street and a. two alarm blaze in 
lower Broadway, -which broke out sim- 
ultaneously tonight. 


"Water mains also broke in f leventh 


and Twelfth streets, near West street. 
Geysers shot high in the air and it was 
difficult to stop the flow because of the 
high pressure of the water used in 
fighting the two fires. 


The Mulberry street fire started in a 


paper box factory, but soon spread to 
an adjoining 
tenement, driving 26 


families into the street and the bitter 
cold. The Broadway fire was on the 
two top floors of a five story loft build- 
ing.

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 3. — Testi-

American Agricultural Chemical com- 
pany, an alleged rendering trust, tried 
to put an independent company in 
this city out of business, was given to- 
day before the federal trade commis- 
sion which is investigating the methods 
of meat packers in this country. 


The principal witness was W. S. 


Allen, vice-president and general man- 
ager of M. L. Shoemaker & Co., 
an independent rendering concern. 
Allen testified that a representative of 
the American Agricultural Chemical 
Company told him that if his company 
did not get into line t would bo put 
out of business. • 


"Getting into line," Mr. Allen said, 


"was an acceptance of the American 
company's terms whereby prices on 
butchers waste should be fixed at the 
lowest possible figure, thereby assur- 


ed to speeding up production off muni- 
tions and equipments and this, with 
the agreement of the allies to furnish 
the necessary ships and equipments, is 
expected to result in the dispatch of 
the armies' abroad much sooner than 
was at first thought possible.

patients here for medical attention. The 
clinic acts as a feeder to the hospitals, 
and if a patient is in need of sanatorium 
care we ace thnt he gets it. Prevention 
is the keynote of the work. It is impos- 
sible to tell how many people are saved 
from getting tuberculosis by the teaching 
that .emanates from tbe clinic." 


The Tuberculosis Clinic is established 


in every community in the country where 
the fight against pulmonary tuberculosis 
Is being carried on. To-day there are 
nearly 500 of these clinics and .dispen- 
saries which radiate hopefulness and pro- 
mote education, but this number is in- 
sufficient to care for the cases that are 
calling for attention. 


The American Red Cross and the Na- 


tional Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis are emphasizing 
the need of more clinics in connection 
with the nnnual Christmns sale of Red 
Cross seals. The seals wil! provide any 
community with funds to start a clinic. 
Ninety per cent of tbe money raised Is 
left in the community and State to bo 
used as an educational fund in anti-tuber- 
culosis work. 


The war has mode it necessary to open 


new clinica to care for men rejected from 
the army on account of tuberculosis. 
Everybody i.« asked to do bis bit to help 
establish these centres of cure and en- 
lightenment.

BRITISH RAILWAYS 
HAVE THEIR PROBLEMS 


Congested Traffic in London 


Causes Great Waste and Loss 


London, England, Jan. 1.—Higher 


efficiency In the operation of railroads 
Is demanded here as xvell as in Amer- 
ica. 
Centralized operations of the 


British railways under government 
control has revealed the weaknesses of 
the decentralized system of pre-war 
days. The most Insistent demand at 
present is for.the establishment of a 
central clearing; house and freight sta- 
tion for the congested traffic of ftr<*at«i* 
London. 


There are 1,500,000 freight cars in 


Great Britain. 
A report just pub- 


lished 
show* that, at any 
given 


moment, 
97 percent of them 
are 


standing still; 2% percent are moving, 
but empty; while only one-half of one 
percent represent real efficiency. "The 
rails are choked with cars, mostly 
empty, which cannot move forward 
owing mainly to congestion of- termi- 
nals," eaya th« report. 
Much the 


same thing is noted In connection with 
locomotives. 


Experts figure that the establish- 


ment of a central scheme for handling 
freight In London would abolish 25,- 
000 miles of track and sidings, would 
free rolling stock worth $1,250,000,- 
000; 
would reduce London's annual 


cartage bills by two-thirds, would en- 
able 5,000 trucks and automobiles to 
do the work now requiring 120,000. 


At present the congestion of termi- 


nals here Is «o great that every wagon 
and automobile employed In hauling 
freight through the streets from the 
terminals la Idle for nine hours of the 
day. 
There are 600 railway stations 


In London, and the -wastage of time, 
money, and affort in merely hauling 
back and forth between the various 
terminals Is colossal.

tances as shown by the figures above

One report which was followed was 


that of a stranger who left on the 
r-.orning train with a satchel who had 
been observed about the city for two 
or three days, and a pretty accurate 
description has been sent out. Many 
who have investigated the job are in- 
clined to think that it is the work of 
a novice, as some more valuable goods 
were passed over to get at some 
watches of moderate value. One re- 
port was to the effect that a motor 
car had been heard scurrying down 
Chestnut street at about 2 o'clock, but 
investigation 
disclosed 
that a re- 


spected resident of Laurens . had left 
the city at about that time for home 
and this may have 
been the 
car 


heard. 


The theory that the offenders left 


by motor car is perhaps sustained by 
the fact that the center piece of the 
top of a stove in which the the two 
circular .plates set was found reclin- 
ing upon the brick at the side of the 
Marsh store.. One corner gave unmis- 
takable signs of having been used to 
break the window and pieces of brok- 
en glass still adhered to it. It was 
newly polished and was not filled with 
frost as it would have been had it been 
stcured from a pile of junk. It may 
have been placed in that position to 
lead to the'conclusion that the offend- 
ers had a car in waiting there, yet it 
would be quite probable that anyone 
using such an implement and rushing 
tway with a. car would have taken it 
along and thrown it out at the road- 
side in the country where it would not 
have been found until later and per- 
haps not until spring. 


The night police saw no one hang-

OOWEKD SMITH OF DAVENPORT 


CENTER VICTIM OF GASOLINE. 


Cses It to Start Flro in Garage and 


Suffers Terrible Burns, Dying Later 
nt Fox Memorial Hospital.

HOKSion this morninK by a vote of 25 
to J, adopted the resolution offered 
yesterday by Mr. Disbrow, creating the 
oillce of county attorney, and upon 
motion of Mr. Cole, who was the only 
supervisor voting in the negative, Den- 
nis J. Kilkenny of Oneonta was un- 
animously elected to fill the new po- 
sition. 
The salary of the new office 


is $2,000 per year, and Mr. Kilkenny 
will act as attorney for the county, 
ulerl-: of ihe board of supervisors, !c- 
j,r;U adviser to all the r-onpty r.oryirnjt- 
tees and county officers who are not 
attorneys, and to all town boards of 
the county, where such activity will 
not conflict with the county's interests. 


ilr. Ivilkenny expects to.be able to 


co-ordinate and unify the work of the 
town hoards in relation to the county 
affairs to such an extent that not only 
will the work of the board of super- 
visors be considerably simplified and 
the annual 
sessions 
shortened, but 


that considerable saving will be ef- 
fected all along the line. 


In the discussion which preceded 


the vote, Mr. Cole objected to the new 
oilifc on the- grounds of economy and 
said that it was in his opinion an ad- 
mission of weakness on the part of the 
board to ask to have an attorney ap- 
pointed to help the members do their 
work. 
Mr. Brown stated that he did 


not believe that the creation of the 
office would mean additional expense, 
but that it would effect a real saving 
to the county.
